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The Bible plainly teaches that we are saved by Jesus’ righteousness. In the Old 
Testament Book of Psalms, we find the phrase “thy righteousness” mentioned 
24-times. So many churches and religious camps these days have wandered away 
from the true gospel taught in the Bible. Biblical salvation is when we come as a 
SINNER and trust upon the SAVIOR. We are saved by THY RIGHTEOUSNESS, i.e., the 
imputed righteousness of the Lord Jesus Christ. 








THY SALVATION 


Again in the Old Testament Book of Psalms, we find the phrase “thy salvation” 
mentioned 21-times 





We just looked at 45 Scriptures which speak of THY RIGHTEOUSNESS and THY 
SALVATION. Clearly, salvation is of the Lord. Most professed Christians fail to 
comprehend this truth. They are not truly saved. Genuine salvation is rooted in 
FAITH in Jesus as the Christ, the Son of God, the Lamb of God Who taketh away the 
sins of the world. Salvation has nothing to do with mankind. It is the gift of God. 
Salvation is receiving, not giving. 





Those who believe that they must amend their ways or surrender their life to Christ 
to be saved are not saved. Those who believe that they must abstain from sin or 
else they'll lose their salvation are not saved. Those who believe that they must 
persevere or continue in the faith are not saved. It is only those who solely rest 
upon the redemptive work of Jesus Christ who are saved. Our part is simply to trust 
upon the Lord Jesus Christ for the forgiveness of sins. Acts 10:43, “To Him give all 
the prophets witness, that through His name whosoever believeth in Him shall 
receive remission of sins.”
